1. I met with Mr. Robert Michaels, House Appropriations 
Committee staff, this afternoon. The CIA Subcommittee meeting is 
now scheduled for 10:00 a.m. and in Mr. Michaels' estimation will 
run two hours or something less. 

2. Mr. Michaels mentioned specifically that there is Committee 
interest in the new Soviet bomber.
